VICTIM IS A 3ÍERE (TULI) 


The Defeiulaiit Held in the Sum of 
8500 for His Appeariiiiee—He 
Denies His Guilt. 


\ \ . H. Wilbur, a teamster,about 
50 years of age, who lives with his 
wife and child at Hill and Jackson 
streets, a mile east of the cemetery, 
was arrested last night by OHicer 
Boultt 
and 
Deputy 
Constable 
H ow ard, charged with an attem pt 
to rape Amanda Gentry, 
the 9- 
year-old daughter of Mr. and Airs. 
A . J. Gentry, who reside at ^00 
N orth Grand avenue. 
The accused was arraigned in 
Justice B urr’s court this forenoon 
and committed to jail in default of 
$500 bond for his appearance to­ 
morrow afternoon. 
There are two sides to the story, 
that of the little girl showing at­ 
tem pted rape, while tlie defendant 
claims he is guilty of nothing more 
serious than 
getting 
the 
child 
drunk, which he evidently consid­ 
ers a minor offense. 
According 
to 
Airs. 
G entry’s 
statement, she and her daughter 
were at a tent on the north side, 
occupied by a family named A r­ 
nold, at 3 o’clock Sundav after- 
noon, when Wilber came up and 
asked 
the 
privilege 
of 
taking 
A m anda over into town and buy­ 
ing her some candy. 
The mother, 
who is the wife of the crippled 
G entry, gave her consent, and W il­ 
bur and the girl left the tent. 
N othing more was seen of them 
by Airs. Gentry until 9 o’clock last 
night, when \\M bur took the child 
home in a beastly state of intoxica­ 
tion, exclaiming as he entered the 
house, “ W e are both as drunk as 
hell.” 
Asked for an explanation of his 
conduct, W ilbur stated that he and 
A m anda had been to Siebe’s sa­ 
loon, where they drank whisky, 
beer and blackberry. 
The child’s 
dress was torn, but her undercloth­ 
ing was not disarranged, notw ith­ 
standing A m anda said W ilbur had 
attem pted liberties with her. 
\ \ hen Air. Gentry learned that 
the child had gone off in the com­ 
pany of W ilbur he is alleged to 
have expressed fear that she would 
be harmed, 
as he had quarreled 
w ith W ilbur Saturday, and the 
father’s first thought was that the 
teamster would seek revenge by 
w ronging the girl. 
On the other hand, W ilbur de­ 
nies the attem pt at criminal assault. 
H e says he drove up to G entry’s 
home with his team and spring 
wagon and put his horses in G en­ 
try ’s barn. 
Am anda begged him 
to bring her over into town and 
buy her some candy. 
Mrs. Gentry 
put a clean dress on the child and 
they came over on Alain street, 
when they stepped into Siebe’s sa­ 
loon, where both drank whisky. 
They then made a trip to Forest 
park, and on returning to town 
again stopped at Siebe’s and again 
had 
liquid 
refreshments. 
P'roin 
there they went direct to G entry’s 
residence, reaching there about 9 
o ’clock p. m.

Not so with Clin­ 
ton. 
Therefore, when Dr. T. 
11. 
Morrison, y ou ng, handsome and 
skilled in his profession, sou ght 
home in Clinton in the fall of 18 70 
and hu ng ou t his shingle, he was 
not pestered b y the u su al qu estions 
of cu riou s old women as to whether 
or not he was married, nor b y the 
often emb arrassing inqu iry of gar­ 
ru lou s old men ab ou t his antece­ 
dents and prospects. 
From the v ery first there was an 
air of my stery ab ou t Dr. Morrison 
which less gentle people than those 
of Clinton wou ld 
hav e insisted 
u pon 
penetrating. 
He 
was re­ 
serv ed in manner,answered politely 
b u t in monosy llab les all qu estions 
asked of him, showed neither inter­ 
est nor contempt for the affairs of 
otners, kept a light b u rning in his 
office hou rs ev ery night after ev en 
the night owls of the town had 
gone to b ed, formed no companion- 
ships, y et was agreeab le and al­ 
way s approachab le, and in a thou ­ 
sand other way s deported himself 
in su cfh a manner as wou ld hav e 
ex cited to the point of frenzy the 
cu riosity of the ordinary cou ntry 
town. 
W eeks rolled into months, and 
still not a citizen of Clinton or of 
Henry cou nty called Dr. Morrison 
to attend a case of sickness. 
Still 
he continu ed to liv e at the princi­ 
pal hotel and to b e the b est dressed 
man in town. 
He wore a Prince 
Alb ert su it of b lack and a shimmer­ 
ing silk stov epipe hat. He paid all 
of his b ills promptly and asked no­ 
b ody for the loan of a dollar. 
If 
he had an accou nt at the b ank there 
is no record of it. 
It is remem­ 
b ered that he b ou ght fou r new su its 
a y ear, one for each season, thou gh 
he alway s dressed in solemn b lack, 
and that the b oy who cared for his 
horse and b u ggy alway s got his pay 
promptly . 
He attended all the 
meetings of the town and district 
medical societies and discou rsed 
learnedly on the v ariou s phases of 
therapeu tics. 
He was a regu lar at­ 
tendant at chu rch, showing no de­ 
nominational b ias and patronizing 
the fairs of all chu rches alike. His 
condu ct was so genteel in all re­ 
spects as to disarm pry ing% cu l-ios- 
ity , ev en if the people of Clinton 
had possessed their fu ll share of 
that common hu man trait.

Deal of Clinical Work. 
In the old days, w'hich many of oiir 
still active praetLciionersw’cll remem­ 
ber, the medical student was regis­ 
tered with a practicing physician, wdio 
more or less intelligently directed his 
reading, and sometimes took him on 
his rounds as a sort of private assist­ 
ant, giving him f tfiil glimpses of pa- 
tients. 
lie attended rarely three, 
sometimes tw^o, often only one, course 
of lectures in a medical school, hear­ 
ing the same lectures over again each 
year. 
The only thing wdiich he ever 
learned actnallv to do wdth his fingers 
in the medical school w^as to dissect 
the dead subject, and here Ids ex­ 
perience was not usually large, 
lie 
made careful notes of many “ view's” 
regarding disease and its nature, and 
usually stepped out upon the arena 
wdth a general idea that disease was a 
“ thing” w'hicli got into the bodies of 
certain unfortunate people, and w'hicli 
he w^as to drive out if he could w'itli 
some one or more of his preceptor’s 
prescriptions, which he had carefully 
copied in small compass ready for 
emergencies. 
When he had discovered the proper 
name to attach to his patient’s malady, 
tho rest. 
largely, a matter of an 


rjphahctiear fiuTcx o r rvuu\\ws am 
a calm abiding of the couscquonces. 
It should not l>e imngiued that tin* 
[practitioners of medicine in the old 
days w'cre iiecef?sarily lacking in wide 
view's, practical knowledge, and great 
skill. 
But wdien. this was the case, it 
w’as usually ow'iiig to a training wdiich 
(hey had secured after and not before 
they became doctors of medicine. 
The medical college consisted of a 
group of medical men, who obtaine<1 
I charter, hired a building, partitioned 
olf among themselves (ho subjects 
which w'cre deemed essential; anato­ 
my, physiology, and possibly chemis- 
(ry,materia mcdica, pathology,and the 
practice of medicine, obstetric«, and 
surgery. Each day the students sat up­ 
on hard benches, taking notes for dear 
life, wdiile the subject matter of these 
themea was let loose upon them in 
swdft succe.6sion, for better or 
for 
w'orse, through five long houra. Per­ 
haps there wm a clinic in the after­ 
noon, perhaps not. 
There w^ere no 
laboratories for ] >ractical work, either 
of chemistry or physiology or histolo­ 
gy or independent subjects were un­ 
known. 
A great many lectures, a lit­ 
tle dissecting, a few clinics, possibly 
some quiEEos. afinal examination,and 
the degree of M. D. wms won.— Co­ 
lumbia University Bulletin.

OLEVEE MOUSE ENGINEER. 


Cons truc te d a S pira l 
Ga lle ry to Es ­ 
c a pe from a Pos t Hole . 
Along the mountainous shore of 
Lake Lucerne, in Switzerland, carved 
in tlie face of the cliff, runs a famous 
road called the Axenstrasse. 
In sev­ 
eral places w'hcre the hills Jut out in 
precipitous bluffs over the water it 
becomes an actual tinmel, a sort of 
gallery cut through the solid rock, 
partly open, how'ever, on the side to- 
w'ard the lake. 
It has long been 
considered a great feat of engineering 
skill, yet it w'as onec closely paralleled

Ah>ur letter of AIa\^ 
22, together with affected branches 
of blackberry, has been received. 
The blackberry is attacked by rust, 
a fungous disease (piite troublesome 
to this plant. 
A nund)er of exper­ 
iments have been made with a view 
of finding a remedy for the rust, 
but so far nothing very satisfactory 
in tliis connection has Iteen deter­ 
mined. 
It has been found that the 
fungus lives from year to year in 
the underground stems of the plant, 
hence in most cases it is beyond 
the reach of any ajiplication in the 
form of sprays. 
Al)oiit the only thing that can he 
suggestetl is to (lig out and destroy 
the diseased plants as soon as the 
first signs of rust appear. 
It is 
well not to wait until the fungus 
produces the 
powdery mass of 
sjiores, as the latter act like seed 
and m:iy serve to scatter the fun­ 
gus. 
In othcu* words, destroy the 
{)lants when they show the yellow­ 
ish l)rown, which is usuallv se\eral 
days l)etore the rust breaks througli.
